“All sold out. No further accomo- 
dation.” So I had to fish around 
and find that there was another 
train on which I could get accomo- 
dations though it does. not serve 
me so well. So I have my ticket 
in my pocket for that. On the other 
hand, the newspaper tells me if 
the railroad wants my berth for 
some military officer, then I will 


have to give it up and walk to 
Montrose or else stand up because

they can confiscate my ticket and 


give me back my money! 

The same is true in hotels. I have 
goné in hotel after hotel and seen 
people crowding the lobbies, going 
up to the desk ‘and asking confi- 
dently for a room only to be an- 
swered by a question:

“Reservation? No, I have no 
reservation. But surely you have 
accomodations.” 

“Sorry, sir, but we have no ac- 
comodations without reservation.” 

Sometimes they insist; but that 
does not change’ the matter in the 
least. Sometimes they try to im- 
press the clerk at the desk with 
their importance, they tell what 
a prominent personage there hap-

pens to be before them, but the 
clerk is impersonal, In fact these 
days there is very little courtesy 
shown by hotel clerks. I do not 
know what it will be like when they 
have .to advertise for patronage 
again. They will have to learn 
different ways. But nowadays they 
are absolutely abrupt. If you have 
no reservation well, you need not 
expect an accomodation. So I have 
seen people sleeping, scores of them, 
in big chairs in hotel lobbies, and 
they have slept there all night long 
because they could not get a room 
on account of not having made 
reservation early enough. 

You know, wherever I see that 
sign, and often it is the sign itself 
that faces you rather than heariag 
the words from the lips of the clerk, 
whenever I see that sign, “No ac- 
comodations without reservation,” 
in my heaft I find myself applying 
it to Heaven, because, after all, that 
is what the Word of God teaches 
us in regard to Heaven. 

There is a city bright; 

Closed are its gates to sin. 

Nought that defileth 

Can ever enter in.” 

The Lord Jesus said, “In my 
Father’s house are many mansions: 
if it were not so, I would have told 
you. I go to prepare a place for 
you. And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself.” But 
we find when we turn to this pass- 
age in I Peter that those who are 
going to have accomodations in 
that heavenly home must make 
their reservations ahead. They must 
make their reservations in this life, 
for if death should find them with- 
out having applied for and obtain- 
ed a reservation, it will then be 
too late. No accomodation in 
Heaven without reservation! 


Reservation For Heaven | 
Means Being ,Born Again 
The Apostle Peter here speaks of 

the wondrous mercy which God has 
shown to us in the death and re- 
surrection of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He says, “Blessed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which according to his abundant 
mercy hath begotten us again unto 
a living hope by the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ from the dead.” It 
is the new birth that assures a 
place in Heaven. Jesus said to 
Nicodemus, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” Nothing else will do. 
There will be no use in that day

_It will not do to stand before God 


and plead the fact that one at- 
tended church regularly or that 
he belonged to some evangelical 
body. It will not do to plead that 
he was baptized or that he was a 
regular communicant at the table of 
the Lord. It will not do to plead 
that one was charitable and sought 
to help others in a financial way. 
It will not do to plead that one 
was interested in the different mis- 
sionary programs and was will- 
ing to help support those who went 
out into the dark places of the 
world to carry the gospel to lost 
men and women. It will not do to 
plead that one was trying to keep 
the law and to obey the sermon 


on the Mount and to do the best 
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~ could. These are all good and 

all right and all helpful in their 
‘place but they will never do in- 
stead of the new birth. “Ye must 
be born again.” Those who are said 
to have a reservation in Heaven 
have been begotten again unto a 
living hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead. 


Reservation For Heaven 
Upon The Blood Of 
Christ 


Then further down in the same 
chapter the Apostle tells us this: 
“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 


things, as silver and gold, from, 


your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot: Who verily was fore- 
ordained before the foundation of 
the world, but was manifest in 
these last times for you. Who by 
him do believe in God, that raised 


him up from the dead,- and gave’ 


him glory; that your faith and 
hope might be in God.” When he 
speaks of faith and hope there, 
it is faith and hope in view of an 
eternal redemption. That faith 
and hope is based first upon a new 
birth, second upon redemption by 
the precious atoning blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. “Without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission.” 


I know that we are living in a 
day when people, many of them, 
do not like the doctrine of salva- 
tion by blood. They forget that all 
through this blessed Book from 
Genesis to Revelation it is, one 
might say. literally dripping with 
blood. Sometimes it has been my 
habit as I read my Bible through 
year after year to have a red 
pencil, and every. reference to 
blood, every reference to death, 
every reference to sacrifice, every 
reference to atonemet, I underline 


in red, If vou could see some of 


those old Bibles of mine( and there 
are lots of them lying around, I 
generally find I wear out a Bible in 
two or three vears at the most), 
if you would look over them you 
would find that there are red blots 
from Genesis to Revelation, for 
the story of redemption by blood, 
the story of salvation bv the aton- 
ing death of the Lord Tesus Christ 
is found everywhere in this book. 


Yet people sav, “I do not like the 


idea of being saved by blood, I do 
not like the idea of feeling I have to 
owe a place in Heaven to the 
death of the Lord Jesus Christ. I 
‘think I can save myself.” One of 
our own poets has written: 
“I need no Christ to die for me.” 
Very well, then, if you refuse the 
salvation that God has offered, 
death comes and you cry out for 
a place in Heaven, you are answer- 
ed with the equivalent of these 
words: “No accomdations without 
reservation.” And there is no re- 
servation apart from the redemp- 
tion by the precious blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


“An Inheritance — Reserv 
In Heaven For You” 
You will notice how Peter uses 
that word reserved in the fourth 
verse. He says: ‘We have been be- 
gotten again unto a living hope by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, to an inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reserved in 
heaven for you, who by him do 
believe in God.” Oh, I challenge 
you, my friend, is there a place 
there reserved fof you? Let me tell 
you this on the authority of the 
Word of God, if you have not 
made application for a reservation, 
there is none there as yet, and if 
you were to pass into eternity as 
you are, you would find yourself 
without a place in Heaven.

in, and sat down with this dying 
man who was moaning in grief and 
anguish and gave every evidence of 
being afreid to die, afraid to meet 
God. Mr Haslam began to trv to 
quiet him by saying, “My dear 
man, you must not be afraid. You 
must remember that after all ‘it 
is as natural for us to dié as to 
be born, and that death simply 
means going home, So you must 
trust God that everything will be 
all right when you get on the other 
side.” 

But the dying man interrupted 
him and said, “You don’t under- 
stand, you don’t understand. You 
say death is going home. That is 
not the case with me, sir. The only 
home I have known is my home 
here on earth. I have no home o--er 
there. I don’t know anything about 
a home over there and-death, sir, 
for me, means leaving home and 
going out into eternity to be home- 
‘less forever.” Then Mr. Haslam 
was reminded of his responsibility 
not to try to soothe that dying 
man b-~ making him think every- 
thing was ail right, but to put be- 
fore hirn the atoning work of the 
Lord Jesus Christ by which alone 
a poor sinner could be fitted for a 
place in Heaven. 


Reserved Only For Sinners! 

A reserved inheritance, reserved 
in Heaven. For whom is it reserv- 
ed? Who may obtain a reservation 
over there? Well first, let me say 
this; it is only for sinners. No one 
else. There is no reservation over 
there for anyone but sinners. You 
say, “Sinners? I thought it was 
sinners who are going to be shut 
away in the blackness of darkness 
forever. I thought it was only saints 
who could have a place in Heaven.” 

Well, in a certain sense you 
thought correctly but then, you 
see, those saints have to come to 
God as sinnérs in order to become 
saints. No one can be saved as a 
saint. He must be saved as a sinner 
to repentance. “They that are whole 
need not physician but thew that 
are sick.” 

Robert Murray McCheyne, that 
earnest young Scottish preacher 
who left such an impression on 
Scotland that his name is still a 
household word in thousands of 
Scottish homes (though he went 
to. be with Christ manv years ago, 
dying when he was still a young 
man.‘ was preaching in a certain 
church night after night. He noticed 
in the audience a man who was 
greatly troubled and distressed 
about his soul. On several occas- 
ions he had spoken to him person- 
»lally and tried to make clear the 
way of life to that man. But he 
went away just as troubled or 
more troubled than when he came. 
But one night Mr. McCheyne was 
speaking on the text, “I am the 
door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved.” He tried to present 
as simply as he could the glorious 
message of God’s gospel of who- 
soever will; that any poor sinner 
anywhere who would come to Je- 


ed |sus would find in Him the door to 


life and peace. As he preached this 
man, he noticed, dropped his head, 
put his hands over his eyes, and 
evidently was engaged in prayer. 
Then in a little while he looked up, 
and, oh, what a change on his 
countenance! Before he had been so 


eternal woe. But now everything 
was different. As soon as the meet- 
ing was over he came hurrying up 
to Mr. McCheyne, reached out his 
hand, and said,

Oh, I wish the Holy Spirit of 
God might impress that upon the 
heart of every unsaved man or wo- 
man here tonight. You will never 
be saved unless: you come to God 
as a sinner. You will never have a 
reservation for a place in Heaven 
unless you take your place with 
that poor publican who stood there 
in the temple of Jehovah and for 
very shame would not lift up his 
eyes unto Heaven as he smote up- 
on his breast and cried, “God 
be merciful to me a sinner.” You 
must come as a sinner. You can- 
not come as a saint, for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God. Do not plead anything 
else. Do not nlead any fancied mer- 
it of your own, Do not plead any 
church membership or church or- 
ganization or anything like that. Do 
not plead reformation or that you 
are doing your best, but look up in- 
to the face of God tonight and say 
to Him, “Oh, God, I am a sinner 
for whom Jesus died. But thou 
hast given Him to save sinners and 
I come to Him now.” You know 
when you come to Him like that, 
He takes you, for He said, “Him 
that cometh to me, I will in no 
wise cast out.” (Jno. 6:37) You 
do not have to try to improve 
yourself. People say this to us 
sometimes, “I do not feel I am 
fit to come.” If on the one hand 
they do not feel as though they are 
too good to come, that they do not 
need a Saviour, the devil gets them 
off on the other foot and they say, 
“I am so bad,” and they think the 
Lord will not take them, and they 
say, “I will try to improve my- 
self, I will try to make myself bet- 
ter. Then I will come.”

Yes, sir, that is our answer to you. 
Yes, sir, we have a room for you.” 
And the bellboy comes, or some- 
times it is :a bell-girl now, and 
helps me carry my grip&.up to the 
room and I settle down comfort- 
ably all because I had a reservation 
ahead. It was not because I was

sounds like a contradiction to that. 


No one can have a reservation 


there who has not been cleansed 
from all defilement. Do you re- 
member what the apostle John 
said in the book of Revelation? He 
stood in spirit on a great high 
mountain and saw a vision of 
that city of God, that city toward 
which Abraham looked, which 
hath foundations whose builder 
and maker is God, that city that 
has no need of the sun, nor of the 
moon, nor of a candle, nor if any 
kind of lamp because the glory of 
God and the Lamb are the light 
of it. And John said this: “There 
shall not enter into it anything 
that defileth or that loveth or mak- 
eth a lie.’ Nothing that is unclean, 
nothing that is unholy, nothing that 
is unjust, shall enter into that 
blessed and glorious place. 


One of the pitiable things, some- 
times, down here on earth, is that 
certain lines are drawn that seem 
to some of us to be very unkind 
and very unfair. In some hotels, for 
instance, in certain localities, cer- 
tain types of people are not allowed 
to have a place there if they hap- 
pen to be of a little different color 
or if they happen to belong to some 
different race. But nothing like that 
can keep people out of Heaven. 
God has made of one blood all 
nations that be on the face of the 
earth and no matter what race one 
may belong to, he can have a place 
there. But there is one thing that 
will keep people out of Heaven and 
that is uncleansed sin. You can- 
not get into Heaven with your sin 
upon your conscience. Your con- 
science must be purged by the pre- 
cious blood of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Thank God you may be 
cleansed, you may be purged, you 
may be freed from all defilement 
if you will only trust in Him. We 
read in the last chapter of the book 
of Revelation (in the Revised Ver- 
sion, which is a little clearer than 
the Authorized there), “Blessed are 
they that wash their robes, that 
they may have the right to come 
to the tree of life and enter in 
through the gate into the city.” 


How do they wash their robes? 
Our robes, our garments speak of 
our behaviour our ways, our hab- 
its. You know, both in the Bible 


and in our English language, we 


use the same word for clothing and 
for behaviour. You-see a lady go- 
ing down the street, a queer-look- 
ing kind of a creature—what on 
earth is she? Does she belong to a 
middle sex?Oh, that is a riding ha- 
bit. She looks better on a horse 
than she does off. Then we talk 
about a walking habit, a dinner 
habit, and so on; and we speak of 
behaviour in the same way. We 
speak of a drink habit, a liquor 
habit, and all kinds of evil Labits. 
So we use the word habit both for 
clothing for behaviour. And God’s 
Word uses words in the same way. 


It uses clothing for behaviour. So|’ 


our behaviour has been stained 
with sin. Even our best deeds have 
been stained with sin. But over 
here in Revelation we read of a 


cleansed by the precious atoning 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
What an awful thing it would 


‘be to live on through life with a 


hope of Heaven and then to depart 
this life and go out into eternity 
to face God, to find that your 
hopes were in vain, that you have 
no accomodations over ther be- 
cause you made no reservation!. 
Oh, that wonderful city, that glor- 
ious home of the redeemed, what a 
place it must be where Christ is 
the light and joy of all the saints. 

Many of you have loved ones 
over there. Many of you have a 
dear father or mother in that 
land. Some of you dear parents 
have a precious little babe over 
there. It nearly broke your heart 
when God took that little one 
from you, but He took that darling 
child to yonder land to keep it 
safe there in the hope that you 
would follow on and that you 
would make sure of a place there. 
But you have never yet come to 
Christ. Your dear one is safe in 
His presence but you have. no as- 
surance of accomodation there, be- 
cause you have made no reserva- 
tion. 

Down in Arizona I was talking 
to a Navajo Indian. They call 
themselves Din-eh, the people. 
Other folks are not people. 
His name was Din-eh Yazzi which 
means little man, and he was a 
little man, an old man over 70 
years of age. He turned to me 
and said, “Anishodi” (that is the 
Navajo word for long coat. That 
is the name they gave to mission- 
aries, for the first missionaries that 
came out were the Franciscan 
priests with long garments, and 
they have kept the name, even for 
Protestants.) So he said to me “An- 
ishodi. I have heard the story many 
years since the first one came and 
I have listened to it. It is a good 
story. I like to hear it. At first I 
did not understand. Now I think I 
understand a little better. I think 
it must be true. But” he said, “I 
am an old, old man, and it is 
hard for an old man to change; and 
so you go on and teach the young 
people, teach our young men and 
young women about your Saviour. 
But for me I will just have to 
live and die as I have lived 
through the years. And at any rate 
I will go where the most of the 
Navajos will be after I leave this 
world.” 

I looked at him and I said, “Din- 
eh Yazzi, I am going to be where 
the most of the Navajos are.” 

He said, “What do you mean? 
Do you not teach us that the peo- 


ple who have lived in their sins are || 


going to be shut away in the dark 
in hell forever?” 

I said, “Yes, we teach you that.” 

“Well,” he said, “Our Navajo 

people did not know that. They 
have lived in their sins and died in 
their sins, so most of them won’t 
be there. They won’t be in Heaven 
to which you are going.” 
I said, “Din-eh Yazzi, tell me 
this: The most of the Navajos, do 
they die as little children or do they 
live to grow up?” 

Indians do not weep very readily, 
but tears came into his dark eyes 
as he said, “I have had 14 children 
and only 2 grew up. All the rest 
died when they were babies.” 

“Well,” I said, “Dineh Yazzi, I 


am going where the babies have 
gone, Jesus said, ‘It is not the will 
of your father in Heaven that one 
of these little ones should perish,’ 
and I am going where all the little 
ones are. Jesus has saved them by 
His precious blood, and has taken 
them home to Heaven; and the 
most of the Navajos died when 
they were babies. So I am going 
where they are.” 

He hung his head and looked at 
me, and he said, “ I don’t know 
whether F understand it all or not, 
but pray for me.” And he walked 
away. Ido not know whether he 
made a reservation or not. I hope 
he did. But you who are here to- 
night, you have loved ones over 
there you would like to be there. 
, You want a place in Heaven.
